He was a 
Colonel in the state militia during the Revolutionary War and also 
served in the state legislature, ultimately becoming a judge. Printed 
in New London by T. Green, 1776. There were only 7,500 of this 
denomination printed. It is seen with deeply embossed devices, wide 
margins, and excellent centering. Most importantly, and particularly 
so in this lofty state of preservation, is that the note is Uncancelled. 
According to the PMG Population Report, this odd denomination is 
the second scarcest from the entire issue. This exquisite gem is as good 
as it gets. PMG Pop 1/None Finer.

This 10 Shilling note has 
been blessed with jumbo sheet margins, sharp signatures and superb 
paper quality. Any note that has survived from the 18th century to 
the present in this advanced state of preservation is to be lauded as a 
relatively rare treat. PCGS Banknote Pop 1/None Finer.

Gem Uncirculated 67 PPQ. No. 50744. Signed by Richard Lockwood. 
He was a well-known merchant in Middletown and he served 
admirably during our nation’s struggle for independence. Printed by 
James Adams, 1777. The small change Pence notes of Delaware's Act 
of May 1, 1777 were slightly smaller than the larger denomination 
Shilling notes. However, both exhibit large, oversized borders and 
generally good print quality leading to several survivors at the superb 
gem level. With a relatively small print run of only 5,455, these are 
scarcer than the notes from the previous 1776 issue. Notes from the 
1777 Delaware issue have long been coveted as an excellent type note 
for a Thirteen Colony set. While this is the only 67 PPQ graded so 
far by PCGS Banknote, PMG records three with one finer on their 
current census. PCGS Banknote Pop 1/None Finer.

He helped in getting Delaware to statehood and served in a 
number of political positions. Printed by James Adams, 1777. Gem 
examples of the larger denomination notes from this 1777 series are 
far scarcer than the small change notes. The PMG Population Report 
shows that this 2s6d denomination is the scarcest by far from this 
1777 issue. Their highest grade assigned for this Friedberg number is 
AU 58. PCGS Banknote Pop 1/None Finer.

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MD-41. Maryland. January 1, 1767. $1/3. PCGS Currency Gem New 
66 PPQ. No. 11365. Signed by R. Couden and J. Clapham. Printed by 
Jonas Green, Annapolis, 1767. The one and only Gem Uncirculated 
copy of this scarce Maryland issue, most of which are found in well- 
circulated and faulty condition - few are seen above VF. From a small 
group sold years ago, all near this serial number, with a pedigree to the 
Eric P. Newman collection. This note retains most of the indent at left 
and has three large margins, particularly at top and right. Wonderful 
print registration highlighting the coat of arms on the front and the

nature print on the back. The ink signatures are sharp and clear. PMG 
has graded a single 65 EPQ and is the only Uncirculated MD-41 on 
their census. The T&P Census indicates this note, and the PMG 65 are 
the only certified Uncirculated notes known. This is a rare opportunity 
to acquire an extremely rare note in high grade and should draw 
considerable attention.

A stunning 
One Dollar denominated note, and the first governmental 
use of that denomination on American currency. As such, 
its historical significance is obvious and without parallel. Of 
interest is the small vignette of a Spanish Dollar above the coat 
of arms on the front, making its value clear to all. Extra wide 
margins at top and right, with nearly all of the indent visible 
at the left border. The nature print on the back is beautifully 
reproduced, revealing nearly all the fine detail, particularly in 
the leaf at right. The Track and Price Census shows only two 
Uncirculated notes of this denomination, this PCGS 65 PPQ 
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and an uncertified example sold in 2002 (#11364) which was 
graded “Superb Gem New” by the auctioneer, but has apparently 
not yet been independently graded. The photograph indicates 
it is a bit more generously trimmed at bottom but is tighter 
at left. The opportunity to acquire the first “one dollar bill” to 
be printed and circulated in the United States is not one to be 
casually passed by. This is a most important and historic note, 
and fully deserving of the attention of any serious collector. Ex. 
Eric P. Newman Collection. PCGS Pop 1/None Finer.

The 
printed inks are dark and vividly detailed while the issuing signatures are neatly penned. The back employed the red ink technique used on the last 
Continental Currency issue of January 1779, using both the strip on the left border and the geometric shape over the emblem. A guarantee from 
the United States ensuring “Payment of the within Bill...” also appears on the back. This guarantee was adopted by the Continental Congress in 
1780, and eight of the thirteen colonies issued notes under this resolution. This is the single finest example of MD-119 to be graded by PMG. An 
outstanding note. PMG Pop 1/None Finer.

Printed by Revere and 
Fleet, Boston, October, 1778. One of only two 65 PPQ’s graded by PCGS Currency, with PMG’s highest to date a solitary 63, this gem Codfish note 
certainly has a claim to the finest known. Most of these notes display light printing on the front, but the engraving on the back is particularly sharp 
and detailed with even the individual needles on the pine tree fully defined.

The wonderfully-detailed “Pine Tree” back was the 
work of Thomas Fleet. A nice uncirculated piece as many of them are, 
cut from a group of sheets long ago. Bright, well printed, perfectly- 
centered on the front and bearing a bold, well-executed signature.

Even though more than half a dozen 12 Shilling 
notes from the New Jersey issue of March 25, 1776 have merited the 
67 PPQ/EPQ grade, only one has achieved a grade of 68 PPQ, this 
being that note. In addition to being the finest-graded to date from 
both major services, it bears the signature of John Hart, a signer of 
the Declaration, making this particular note considerably more 
desirable than simply its grade would indicate. The physical attributes 
of this note fully confirm its lofty grade as it features incredibly wide, 
jumbo borders with nearly perfect balance in both directions, rich 
red print, razor sharp ink signatures, ideal embossing and splendid 
paper quality.

- most average Extremely Fine or so. The only uncirculated June 1780 New Jersey $2 note graded by PMG. PMG Pop 1/None Finer.

Signed by A. Gautier 
and A. Brasher. Printed by H. Gaine, New York. The highest of the two “Water Works” denominations from the Fourth Issue, this Eight Shilling 
note is one of only two to achieve the Superb Gem designation from either service. (PMG’s highest grade awarded to date is a 65 EPQ.) With 
extremely wide and perfectly-balanced borders and lovely cream-colored paper, only a slight fading of the red ink signature and serial number 
prevent an even higher grade. PCGS Banknote Pop 1/None Finer.

graded four 65 EPQs. As it is still the finest known, we expect spirited 
bidding for this piece once again.

Banknote comments “Stained.” This example is enormously margined 
on all sides. This is probably the second scarcest, and arguably the 
scarcest, denomination from this popular series. While notes from 
this series are quite available, it is due to a high survival rate of sheets 
of the lower denominations. These second sheets with denominations 
786d, 15s, 20s, and 30s did not survive in any form and therefore these 
notes are typically low grade and plagued by problems. Top Pop at 
both grading services and likely finest technical grade example. Of 
the four scarce denominations the highest grade at either service is 
AU 55. This is the only Uncirculated example known of the scarcer 
denominations. The last 7s6d note that we sold was a PMG Very Fine 
25 Net that brought $720 in our Spring 2022 sale. An estimate of such 
a conservative nature will likely earn your cataloger a censure from 
the “Auction Cataloger’s Guild” for dereliction of duty.

This outstanding example boasts three very 
large margins, absolutely unimprovable print quality and three sharp 
signatures. The vignette on the back is the work of Thomas Coram 
of Charleston, and is exquisitely reproduced. This note combines 
rarity, condition and an impressive pedigree and is certain to attract 
substantial interest from the collecting community.

In 1910, a scant $1,420 was reported as outstanding on 
the bank. Around 10 notes are reported to exist from the bank, 
with this note not appearing in Track & Price’s census however 
it does appear in the National Bank Note Census. The last time 
a Lazy Deuce appeared at public auction from this issuer was 
in a 2010 sale, but it was part of a collection of North Carolina 
Nationals that went unsold. So, we are safe to say that this will

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be the first time a Lazy Deuce from this issuer has traded hands 
in public auction as its own lot. According to the National Bank 
Note Census for the entire state of North Carolina, Original and 
1875 series considered, only nine Lazy Deuces are available to 
collectors from the state.

$93,595 reported out at close although this number is combined with 
Charter 2480. Only $10 and $20 Plain Backs were issued. Track & 
Price reports that a note from this bank has not been offered since a 
2009 public sale, so bid accordingly as it may be sometime before this 
is offered again publicly.

listed in Track & Price’s census, but does not have any auction 
records in the past 20 years. Dark design details stand out on 
the reverse of the note in appealing green ink. For accuracy, we 
mention there is some staining on the back of the note. The last 
time an Ace from the Original series traded hands public was 
in our March 2010 sale, so we expect to see spirited bidding on 
this key note.

I wrote the auction catalogs for James W. “Billy” Key, Mel 
Wilmore, Zeitmann Brothers, The Lunchbox Journeys, and 
The Black Horse Collections. I assisted in The John Whitney 
Walter auction catalog as well. Today I am pleased to present 
to you The Wisconsin Collection of Special Serial Numbered 
Currency and The Issie Chaimovitch Collection of Two Digit 
Zero Radar Serial Numbers.
